victory for the Dominion Government and | ber 


the friends of British connection. All who 
care that Canada should remain under the 
@gis of the empire will rejoice at this t 
triumph, for by it we bave shown England 
that we are in fact not in mere name, of the 
Empire, Imperial ; British, not in thin senti- 
ment, batin stern reality, To the Govern~ 
ment flocked many who usually oppose them, 
bat who in thie instance could notin con- 
#cience oppose them. Every Province steed 
nobly by the Government; British Columbia, 
with the finest fisheries in the world, caw in 
the Treaty an open market in the States for 
ber produce, and increased wealth fer the 
Dominion, and threw het whole force en masse 
against the Grits, New Brunswick, a Pro- 
vince of fishermen, voted for the Treaty by 
three to one; Nova Scotia, another Province 
of fishermen, by five to one. Ontario, by a 
majority of ove in every seven of its repre- 
sentatives, spoke out Te favor of British 
allegiance ; Quebec voted by nearly ne-haif 
of her representatives in its favor, and Mani- 
toba contributed its mite.

It provides for the division of the 
several Provinces into immigration districts, 
ma each of which there sball be an immigra- 
tion office and agent. Societies consisting of 
opt less than twenty-five sous, may be 
formed in any district, subscribing among 
them, as the capital of the society, not less 
than $500, in shares of $20 each. Each 
society is to have a distinguishing number, 
and will become a corporation. They shall 
have power to enter into agreements for any 
purpese relating to immigration, to lend of 
berrow money, to enter into contracts with 
persons who desire to obtain artisans, work~ 
men, laborers and servants from the United 
Kingdom or from any part of Europe. The 
societies may stipulate with such persons ag 
they employ for the due performance of work 
for which they engage, the agents io take 
security from emigrants for the repayment of 
advances. The provisions of the bill are 
very comprehensive, and cannot but meet the 
aprrobation of all who are interesied in the 
question of immigration.
